"The visual impact is meant to be a point of 
pride, to see some 250 flags displayed during these patriotic holidays and knowing 
children will be served in our community because of this effort." 

Flags will be displayed on these holidays at the New YMCA on Silver Lake Road, 
Veteran's Park on 11 th Street, Bryant Park on Garfield and Peninsula Drive, and Darrow 
Park on Bay Street.
